An allusion to the introduction of the gospel into 
Antioch gave rise to some interesting conversa- 
tion relative to the propagation of Christianity 
among the heathen by its primitive disciples. 
During the day a number of persons have called 
for books. The Chinese girls have, as usual on 
the Sabbath, received some attention from Mrs. 
Dean; and we endeavor to occupy the attention 
of the boys of the school with some profitable 
juestions after leaving the chapel. 

24. The inhabitants of Bangkok are now 
generally suffering from the smallpox, and some 
of the children in the mission families have been 
inoculated. 

28. Dined to-day with the phrakhlang, who

On the whole, 
the Chinese department of our mission appears 
as prosperous at present as at any former period, 
and as much so as could be expected from the 
limited instrumentality employed. Still, we feel 
that little is accomplished, compared with what 
The few who have be- 
come Christians, are as units in contrast with 
hundreds of thousands who yet remain in the ser- 
vice of idols. The little light is like a solitary 
taper in the midst of universal night. 

14. During our prayer-meetiug a Chinese, 
who has attended our worship for the last few 
weeks, engaged in prayer with such apparent 
feeling and understanding, that it induced us,

26. While reading to-day the 10th chap. of 
Matt. with a Chinese, he proposed, among other 
inquiries, the following : ‘* What is meant by the 
2ist verse, ‘the brother shall deliver up the 
brother to death?” &c. And nothing but the 
declaration that this passage had been literally 
fulfitled, would satisfy him that man could be 
guilty of such conduct. 23d verse: “ What is 
meant by the coming of the Son of man, as here 
alluded to?” 22d verse : “ What is the meaning 
of the phrase, ‘ He that endureth to the end shall 
be saved ?’” 

27. During our evening excursion, cro-ma 
Kun-deh sent his servant to invite us to his house. 
He is an uncle of the present king, and one of 
the prime ministers of state. Of this first class 
of ministers, cro-ma, there are four or five, of 
whom prince Chau-Fa is one. The next class, 
of whom the phrakhlang is one, under the title of 
chau-piah, has about the same number. The 
third class, umder the title of pi-ah, hasa larger 
number; andthe fourth class, with the title of 
nai, numbers more than all the preceding.— 
Besides these, are a large number of persons who 
voluntarily offer their services to the king, who 
intrusts them with such business as he may de- 
sire, and. if faithful to their trust, may promote 

them to some official station. These latter may 
properly be called office seekers.

Bazaar worship— Review of the year. 

7. This afternoon held some conversation with 
some Chinese in the bazaar, which induced me to 
believe that the people were thinking more than 
usual about Christianity. Found a house which 
we propose to rent, to be occupied by a Chinese 
friendly to Christianity, and to be made a resort 
for communicating religious instruction by Kyok 
Cheng and myself, as we may have opportunity. 
The house is in the midst of the bazaar. We 
find many oid acquaintances ready to greet us 
with a smile and listen to the story of Christ ; 
but nothing can be effected without the special 
agency of the Holy Spirit. ' 

55. This afternoon we met for the first time 
in the room recently rented in the bazaar, for re- 
ligious worship. At our arrival we found three 
members of the church, who, with our domes. 
ties, constituted our assembly to begin with ; but 
before we had finished singing the first hymn, a 
large company had gathered about the door and 
window, some of whom remained attentive lis. 
teners to the close, while others retired to give 
place to new spectators of this novel scene. The 
native members of the church felt that they were 
assuming a new responsibility, thus, in this pub- 
lic place to be found in the worship of Jesus 
Christ ; but they each took a decided stand, not 

only in joining in the services, but by giving in 
|persona word of exhortation to their country- 
‘men. The leading truths, that all men are lost 
sinners, and that there is no way of salvation but 
‘by Jesus Christ, were made prominent in the re- 
‘marks, and, we have reason to believe, were 
brought to the comprehension of those present. 
| We left with them a few books, and a small parcel 
‘with two or three junks,on our way home. We 
‘are encouraged by this beginning, and look to 
'God for the results. 1 had neglected to mention 
that to-day one of our regular attendants at wor- 
| ship left us, with a supply of Chinese Peguan, 


and a few Siamese books, for distribution on his 
|tour to Yuthia. 
29. On our way to Bangkok Noi, this morn- 
‘ing, we called at the Dragon wat and the Golden 
wat, where we met a few Siamese and Peguans. 
‘The latter were supplied with books; for the 
‘former we had none. A few books were left for 
the Chinese in the floating houses. On our way 
homeward we called to see Chau Ka-Tai, a young 
| nobleman who speaks English very well, and 
|were introduced by him to his father’s garden, 
which is extensive, well cultivated, and laid out 
‘in good taste. After leaving him we went into 
‘Chau Fa’s wat, and in passing around a gallery 
encircling a single building, we counted one hun- 
dred and twenty gilded images of Gaudama, all 
closely resembling each other, and as large asa 
man. 

830. Received a visit from a man of some rank, 
who inquired why the English and Americans 
were so far in advance of other nations in the arts 
and sciences. 

Dec. 1. The meeting in the bazaar this af- 
‘ternoon was well attended, the seats within the 
‘room all being occupied, and a crowd standing 
'about the door and window. ‘The part of the 
‘assembly without, varied at different times from 
six to forty persons. But few of them remained 
from the beginning to the close of the services. 

16. We had this afternoon about fifty pres- 
ent at our service in the bazaar. All paid a re- 
spectful attention. Subject, the song of the shep- 
herds at the birth of our Saviour. May they 
soon unite in the song of peace on earth, good 
will to men, and glory to God in the highest! 
The Chinese heart is harder than the adamant, 
and though the word may be compared to the 
hammer, still in human hands it makes but little 
impression. Gain is their god, and to it they pay 
their unceasing devotions. 

23. Our numbers at worship to-day were 
small, perhaps in consequence of a Chinese festi- 
val. ‘Those present paid good attention, and we 
enjoyed some evidence of the presence and aid of 
the Holy Spirit. 

30. Wehad but twelve at the place of wor. 
| ship in the bazaar this afternoon. Generally a 

large number are attracted to the place by the 
| presence of a foreign female, but Mrs. Dean was 
/to-day prevented from attending.

all of whom appear to live in harmony with their 
profession. Religious worship has been continu. 
edin the chapel on the Sabbath, a weekly ser- 
vice has been established in the bazaar, a week. 
ly prayer-meeting for the church has been insti- 
tuted, and daily religious worship has been main. 
tained with the Chinese residing on the compound 
and the pupils of Mrs. Dean’s Chinese school, 
[In the chapel we have gone through with the 
Acts of the Apostles, endeavoring to explain to 
the comprehension of our hearers each passage, 
and adding practical remarks as we were able. 
In the same way we have read Matthew and a 
part of Mark in our daily worship, andin a some. 
what similar manner have commenced Luke at 
our service in the bazaar. For our encourage- 
ment, we have the attention of the people, the 
church makes some advance in knowledge, and 
some others manifest a disposition to examine the 
subject of Christianity. In addition to this, it is 
no little encouragement to think that our Chris- 
tian friends remember us in their prayers, and, 
more than all, that we are not forgotten by Him 
who died for us, and now lives to execute his 
blessed promises. 
Chinese Tracts—Call for more laborers. 
The Chinese Tracts that have been printed 


here during the year, are such as have been ap- 
proved by the Committee appointed by the Amer- 
ican Tract Society, and we have ordered the 
blocks for one more of the approved tracts.— | 
We have now on hand, in manuscript, a tract of | 
12 pages, prepared by one of the native mem. | 
bers of the church, which I think calculated to! 
do good in this place; It shows the object that! 
Christian teachers have in coming here, and pre- 

sents the leading principles of Christianity. ‘The! 
same person is now preparing a tract which shall | 
include an account of the birth, ministry, and 
crucifixion of our Saviour. Many of the Chi- 
nese tracts already published, are composed of 
extracts from scripture ; but while the transla- 
tion is undergoing revision, it may not be desira- 
ble to multiply tracts of this description.

AN UNHOLY MINISTRY. 


Every sin which is committed by a minister of | 
religion is more than one, and it is soon espi-| 
ed to; for more men look at the sun when he is 
in an eclipse than when he is in his beauty ; but 
every spot I say is greater, every mote is a beam; 
it is not only made so, but it is so; it hath not 
the excuses of the people, is not pitiable by the 
measures of their infirmity: and 1. It is reck- 
oned in the accounts of malice, never of igno- 
rance: for ignorance itself in them is always a 
double sin ; and it is very remarkable, that when 
God gave command to the Levitical priests to 
make atonement for the sins of ignorance in the 
people, there is no mention made of the priests’ 
ignorance: God supposed no such thing in them, 
and Moses did not mention it, and there was no 
provision made in that case, as you may see at 
large in Levit. 4, and Num. 14. But 2. because 
every priest is a man, also, observe how his sin 
is described, Levit. 4, 3. If the priest that is 
annointed do sin according to the sin of the peo. 
ple; that is, ifhe be so degenerate, and descend | 
from the glory where God hath placed him, and 
do sin after the manner of the people, then he is 
to proceed to remedy: intimating that it is in- 
finitely besides expectation ; itis a strange thing, 
itis like a monstrous production, it is unnatural 
thata priest should sin according as the people 
do; however, if he does, it is not connived at, 
with a sentence gentle as that finds which isa 
sin of ignorance, or the sins of the people: no it 
is not; for it is always malice, it is always un- 
charitableness, for it brings mischief to their con- 
gregations, and contracts their blessings into 
little circuits, and turns their bread into a stone, 
and their wine into vinegar; and then besides 
this, 3. It is also scandalous, and then Jit is in- 
finitely against charity ; such ministers make the 
people of God to sin, and that is against the na- 
ture of their office and design of their persons ; 
God sent them to bring the people from sin, and 
not to be like so many Jeroboams the sons of 
Nebat, to set forward the devil’s kingdom, to 
make the people to transgress the covenant of 
their God; for they who live more by example 
than by precept, will more easily follow the 
works of their minister than the words of God : 
and few men will aspire to be more righteous 
than their guide ; they think it well if they be 
as he is: and hence it is no wonder that we see 
iniquity so popular. Every man runs after his 
lusts and after his money, because they see too 
many of the clergy little looking after the ways 
of godliness, But then consider, let all such 
persons consider, that the accounts which an un- 
godly and irreligious minister of religion shall 
make, must needs be intolerabie ; when besides 
the damnation which shall certainly be inflicted 
upon them for the sins of their own lives, they 
shall also reckon for all the dishonors they do to 
God, to religion, and for all the sins of the peo. 
ple, which they did not in all just ways endeavor 
to hinder, and all the sins which their flocks have 
committed by their evil example and undisciplin- 
ed lives. —Jeremy Taylor.

Brigham, they will regret the boldness of his 
assertions, and deprecate the principles, which 
he has advanced. Mr. Brigham’s first assertion, 
in their behalf, is, 

“They are always averse to the agitation of any 
topic which bas or can have a denominational bear- 
ing. 

Those members of the board who attended at 
the time, when the discussion of the propriety of 
granting aid to versions translating Baptizo took 
place, know, (for the memory of such important 
matters cannot have failed within so short a time, ) 
that the Baptist members present, most earnestly 
entreated the others not to agitate this topic which 
had a direct denominational bearing. In proof of 
our assertion, we appeal, among other evidences, 
to the words of one of the speakers, which we 
quoted in our twelfth number. On the other 


hand the Pedo-baptist members, were generally 


most urgent to agitate the 
own memories will serve them upon this subject, 
their determined proceedings against the contin- 
ued and strenuous opposition of the Baptists fur- 
nish all necessary evidence to others. 

The next assertion is, 

“ As conductors of the Bible Society they are 
bound to one another, and to all the members of this 
institution by a few simple principles, which all hold 
in cornmon, aod which if observed can injure bo one 
portion of the compact more than another.” # 

If this avowal is intended to apply to the origi- 
nal contract, and to the principles which directed 
the conduct of the board, from the organization 
of the society, till this fatal discussion, which 
changed its course, we acknowledge its propriety 
and its truth. But if it is intended, as appears 
to be the case, to indicate the effects of their pre- 
sent course, we request the board to inform us, 
they have injured their Pzdo-baptist 
friends. The injury which would have been 
done to us without the formation of the American 
and Foreign Bible Society, is too apparent to re- 
quire additional elucidation. 

“ They never meddle with the peculiarities of any 
denomination, nor do they feel at liberty to grant 


a favor to one which shall harm the interests or 
wound the feelings of another portion of this Asso- 


ciation.” 

Did the Secretary, when he penned this sen- 
tence, suppose that it would pas$ without exam. 
ination? Let him judge himself. His own 
words, in another part of his communication, 


are, 

“In July, 1835, we received a letter from a friend 
in Philadelphia inclosing an extract from a commu- 
nication whieh he had just received from the Rev. 
William H. Pearce, an English Baptist missionary 
at Bengal. This extract related to the publication 
of a new version of the Bengalee Scriptures, which 
heand the Rev. Mr. Yates bad prepared for the 
press. In this extract no direct application was 
made for aid in publishing this version, though it 
was intimated that such aid would be happily re- 
ceived from the American Bible Society. With 
Christian frankoess it was stated that in this ver- 
sion they had translated the Greek word Baptizo 
by aterm which signified immersion, and that the 
Pible Society at Calcutta bad on this account refus- 
ed to patronize it. Had this letter contained no- 
thing further, the committce on distribution, before 
which it was read, could easily have dismissed the 
whole matter, as the American Bible Society had no 
responsibilities connected with that version. But it 
was further stated that this new Bengalee transla- 
tion was made on the same principles as those on 
which the Burmese translation was made, and which, 
it was understood, we patronised. Here was a new 
and startling announcement. The Board had, in- 
deed, granted at different times many thousand dol- 
lars towards the publication of this Burmese version,

Pearce until the Board settle a principle in relation 
to the translation of the Greek word Baptizo.”

GEOLOGY. 


The works of the Lord are great, sought out of 
all them that have pleasure therein.—Ps. cxi. 2. 

Mr. Editor,—In pursuing this subject, it will 
be necessary to state, that in descending into the | 
earth, we pass through various kinds and species | 
of rocks, and those which lie the lowest, or those 
which contain no original or organic remains, 
are called primitive rocks; such as granite, 
gneiss, &c. Next upon these, as we ascend up- 
ward, are the ear/y slates, and these are filled 
with records of life in ages long past, and these 
records are made of vegetables such as fuci (or 
sea weed,) trilobites, animals consisting of three 
lobes ; crinoidea, or lily shaped animals, and co. 
rals and shells. ‘Their casts and their substance 
are not only preserved in stone, but the animals 
and vegetables are really converted by substitu- 
tion of mineral matter, into true fossils, 

Myriads on myriads of these things are found, 
not merely in the visible superficial strata, but in 
the heart of the mountains, and at profound 
depths, even many thousand feet under and in 
solid rocks. They are not accidental resem.

ANECDOTE OF JOHN M. MASON, 
“Some time ago, Mr. Raffles, of Liverpool, 


delivered a lecture on “* The important manner of | 


discharging sacred duties.” In the second part 
of his discourse on the * Visitation of the Sick,” 
he animadverted on the defect’in discharging the 
duty comprised in that office—when special ref- 
erence is not had to the peculiar circumstances 
of the case in prayer.” 

As I do not recollect ever to have seen the 
fact published in this country, I transcribe the 
whole section, as affording both instruction and 
encouragement. 

VistraTion oF THE Sicx.—“‘ A vague and 
indefinite way of praying for the sick, may be 
yroductive of the most alarming consequence : 
while at such a period—when fears are alive and 
active, and the unhappy patient is eager in the 
observance of everything that may seem to throw 
light upon his condition—the manner of your 
address at ‘the throne of grace’ on his behalf, 
if judiciously adapted to his case, by the blessing 
of Gov, may be rendered eminently useful to his 
soul. I remember an anecdote to this effect, re- 
lated by Mr. Mason, of New York. 

«Mr. Mason was requested to visit a lady in 
dying circumstances in that city, who, with her 
husband, openly avowed infidel principles, though 
they attended on his ministry. On approaching 
her bed-side, he asked her if she felt herself a 
sinner, and her need of a Saviour. She frankly 
told him, she did not; and that she believed the 
doctrine of a Mediator to be all a farce !—‘Then,’ 
said the doctor, ‘1 have no consolation for you— 
not one word of comfort. ‘There is not a single 
passage in the Bible that warrants me to speak 
peace to one who rejects the Mediator provided. 
You must take the consequences of your infidel- 
ity.’ Sosaying, he was about leaving the room, 
when some one said—* Well, if you cannot speak 
consolation to her, you can pray for her.’ He 
assented; and kneeling down by the bed side, 
prayed for her as a guilty sinner just sinking into 
hell; and then left the house. To his utter as. 
tonishment, a day or two after, he receiveda 
message from the lady, earnestly desiring that 
he would visit her without delay. What was his 
amazement when, on entering the room, she held 
out her hand to him, and with a benignant smile, 
said—* It is all true—all that you said on Sunday 
is true. I have seen myself the wretched sinner 
you described me to bein prayer. I have seen} 
Curisr to be that all-sufficient Saviour you said 
he was—and Gop has mercifully snatched me 
from the abyss of infidelity in which I was sunk, 
and placed me on that Rock of Ages. There I 
am secure—there | shall remain—‘I know in 
whom I have believed.’ All was like a dream 
tohim. But she proceeded, and displayed as 
accurate a knowledge of the method of salvation 
revealed in the gospel, and as firm a reliance on 
it, as if she had been a disciple of Curtst for 
half acentury. Yet there was no boasting or 
presumption—all was humility, resignation, and 
confidence. She called her husband, and charg- 
ed him to educate their daughter in the fear of 
Gop; and above all, to keep from her those novels 
and books of infidel sensuality, by which she had 
been so nearly rurned ; and on the evening of the 
same day, expired in fulness of joy, and peace in 
believing.

And though it is well (a 
good degree) if we can say with St. Paul, I have 
wronged no man ; yet he only is perfectly blame- 
less in this kind, who doth not this evil to his 
neighbor, nor omits to do him all the good he 
can. Thou didst not burn thy neighbor’s house, 
(a strange piece of uncouth righteousness !) but 
dost thou receive him into thine own, now he is 
harbourless? Thou hast not oppressed or im- 
poverished thy brother; it is well; but is thy 
abundance the supply of his want, in this present 
exigence ? thy superfluity the ransom and re- 
demption of his extreme necessities? If not, 
remember that Dives is in torments, not for rob- 
bing Lazarus, but for not relieving him ; and the 
dreadful decretory sentence proceeds, at the last 
day, not for oppressing the poor, but for not feed- 
ing, not clothing, not visiting them.—Archbishop 
Sancroft. 


WHERE THERE IS A WILL, THERE IS A WAY. 
A gentleman once had a present from abroad of 
several flasks of fine Florence oil. He placed 
them in a cellar to which no one had access be- 
side himself. One day, to his great surprise, 
he observed that two of the flasks were empty.—- 
The next day, he found another flask empty, and 
was still more perplexed to account for it. He 
could not for a moment think that any person on 
the premises had contrived secret means to get 
at the cellar; and lest such a surmise should un. 
justly be awakened in his mind, he resolved se- 
cretly to watch inthe cellar. I forget by what 
means he kept a light, but I am certain to the 
fact, that after his remaining in the cellar more 
than an hour, three rats issued from a hole in the 
corner, and proceeded to the next flask. One 
rat stood upon his hind legs, and with his fore 
feet held the flask steady. The second sprang 
on the shoulders of the first, by which means he 
could reach the top of the flask. With his teeth 
he very carefully drew out the cork, by means 
of a bit of cotton twisted round it; then, dipping 
in his long tail, he Sn it to the third rat to 
lick. They then changed places, as regularly as 
a set of soldiers relieving guard, and continued to 
do so till the flask was empty, each rat having 
had a fair proportion of the spoil. They then 
quitted the cellar. I have often heard this gen- 
tleman mention this singular fact. He always 
related it, ifany one, ina less, indolent tone, 
said of any thing that ought to be done, ‘I can’t 
do it. Itis no use to try."* He would say, * If 
ou had but as much heart for your duty as the 
rats had for the oil, you would neither want time 
nor ability to do it.’ 

The above is rather a tough story, but the moral
